He has revealed one enrious 
Iakewho.se surface is about 100 feet 
above sea level, though its bottom w a ­ 
ters are about 275 feet below the level 
of the ocean. 
In these 15 y ears Thorodd.sen has 
spent about tw o y ears in the saddle and 
has traveled over 8 ,000 m iles among 
the sand and lava wastes, the moun­ 
ta ins and va lley s of inner Iceland. 
He 
has never received assista nce except the 
money earned by the sa le of his maps 
and article.H. He took up the work only 
because ho loved it and wanted to see 
the island thoroughly exjilored. and he 
won general reeognition only liec.inse 
his work has a lwa y s Imen the most in­ 
tellig ent and reliable. 
It is not suiqiri.sing tha t the explora­ 
tion of inner Iceland has been left to 
the one man who found delig ht in the 
arduous task. N a tura lists and explorei s 
as well a s'tourists have confined their 
a ttention for the most part to the in­ 
habited ¡» arts of the island. 
The fu ld 
was too small and far away , <;x[» loi( rs 
have thought, when they m ig ht win 
greater laurels in the vast regions of 
Africa, 
Asia or South 
America, in 
which the world was more deeply inter­ 
ested. 
So Thoroddsen, so far as the ex­ 
ploration of his little island was con­ 
cerned, has had the field a ll to him self 
The exjilorer has never sallit'd out on 
his trips before J uly , for snow covers 
the highlands till late in the sjiring, 
and grass first appears in favored place.s 
in J uly , while it is not a va ila ble for 
pasturage in some of the higher regions 
till Aug ust. 
Large areas of the lava 
strewn lands are destitute of verdure, 
and Thorodilsen has often been com ­ 
pelled to carry fodder for his horses for 
many day s at a time.

roads, and the .suminer is short.

bering over lava fields and g la ciers is 
not only dillicult but dangerous, and 
no one would dare to venture alone 
among these wastes.

the camp, and not their least useful­ 
ness wa s the fa ct tha t if serions a cci­ 
dent should l>efall he would probably 
perish unless assista nce was at hand. 
Thonxldson 
has revealed scores of 
crater lakes scattered all over the in ­ 
terior.

Mr. T. Thoroddsen has completed tho 
exploration of Iceland to which he has 
given his vacations for 15 years. 
He 
will now w rite a full account of the re­ 
sults of his long labors, which will be 
published w ith his map of Iceland, and 
then his work in th at field will be a t an 
end. 
Living and working in this far­ 
away corner of the world, his explora­ 
tions have been so thorough and scien­ 
tific that he is known to geographers 
and geologists everywhere. 
Fjv years 
there has been a larger demand from 
geographical periodicals for his articles 
and maps than he could supply. 
His 
w ritings have all been about Iceland. 
and lie lins told far more about the in ­ 
ner parts ot that island than all other 
authorities put together. 
Thoroddsen’a is a conspicuous exam ­ 
ple of the thorough, good work oui4 i an 
may do alone in the field of geography 
He its poor, earns his living in tin4 town 
of Reykjavik, and has been able to g i v e 
only his summer vacations to his strain s 
of th*4 island. 
But in 15 years he has 
visited every nook and corner, studied 
and mapped hundreds of lava fields and 
glaciers, and traced all the indentation^ 
of the coast line. In valleys scooped out 
of tough basalt lie lias discovered deep 
lakes. 
Here and there, in parts of the 
inner plateau, he has found many little 
lakes where the m oraines left by glaciers 
dammed the stream s and collected their 
waters. 
He has revealed ono curious 
lake whose surface is about IOO feet 
above sea level, though its bottom w a­ 
ters are about 275 feet below the level 
of the ocean. 
In these 15 years Thoroddsen has 
spent about tw o years in the saddle and 
has traveled over 8,000 miles among 
the sand and lava wastes, the m oun­ 
tains and valleys of inner Iceland. 
He 
has never received assistance except the 
money earned by the sale of his maps 
and articles. He took up the work only 
becanse he loved it and wanted to see 
tho island thoroughly explored, and he 
won general recognition only because 
his work has always been the most in­ 
telligent and reliable. 
It is not surprising that the explora­ 
tion of inner Iceland has been left to 
the one man who found delight in the 
arduous task. N aturalists and explorers 
as well as Tourists have confined their 
attention for the most part to the in­ 
habited parts of the island. 
The field 
was too small and far away, explore i s 
have thought, when they m ight win 
greater laurels in the vast regions of 
Africa, Asia or South America, in 
which the world was more deeply in ter­ 
ested. 
So Thoroddsen, so far as the ex­ 
ploration of his little island was con­ 
cerned, has had the field all to himself. 
The explorer has never sallied out on 
his trips before July, for snow' covers 
the highlands till late in the spring, 
and grass first appears in favored places 
in July, while it is not available for 
pasturage in some of the higher regions 
till August. 
Large areas of tho lava 
strew n lands are destitute of verdure, 
and Thoroddsen has often been com­ 
pelled to carry fodder for his horses for 
many days at a time. 
There are no 
roads, and the sum m er is short. Clam ­ 
bering over lava fields and glaciers is 
not only difficult but dangerous, and 
no one would dare to venture alone 
among these wastes. 
Thoroddsen has 
always employed one or two laborers 
from Reikiavik to accompany him on 
his journeys and help him w ith his sur­ 
veying instrum ents and the labors of 
the camp, and not their least useful­ 
ness was the fact th at if serious acci­ 
dent should befall he wonld probably 
perish unless assistance was at hand. 
Thoroddson has revealed scores of 
crater lakes scattered all over the in ­ 
terior. 
Many craters th at helped to 
cover the surface of the island w ith 
lava have become the receptacles of the 
drainage from the m ountains. W est of 
the V atna Joknll in 1889 he discovered 
the largest known group of crater lakes. 
The region far around is covered w ith 
colossal, w ater filled craters. 
W e are 
all fam iliar w ith photographs of the 
moon showing the parched expanse of 
rock pitted d e e p ly by great num bers of 
craters. 
The Iceland explorer says he 
thinks the country around V atna Jokull 
would be a terrestrial counterpart of 
the surface of the moon if it were not 
for the atm osphere and the w ater of 
greenish tinge th at tw o-thirds fills the 
yaw ning cavities. 
Few parts of the world have been re ­ 
vealed by the efforts of one man. 
In 
this instance it happens fortunately 
that the man who has done the work is 
scientific by instinct and training, and 
it m ust be a source of great satisfaction 
to the explorer that all his work is ac­ 
cepted as good and thorough and re­ 
ceives the highest encomiums from 
those whose commendation he valr.es 
more than money.—New York Sun.

Mr. T. Thoroddsen has completed tho 
exploration of Iceland to which he has 
given his vacations for 15 years. 
He 
will now write a full account of the re­ 
sults of his long labors, which will be 
I published with his map of Iceland, and 
then his work in that field will be at an 
end. 
Living and working in this far­ 
away corner of the world, his explora­ 
tions have been so thorough and scien­ 
tific that he is known to geographers 
and geologists everywhere. 
Fjv years 
there has been a larger demand from 
geographical periodicals for his article s 
and maps than he could supply. 
Bis 
writings have all been about Ic land. 
and he has told far more about the in- 
uer parts of that island than all other 
authorities put together. 
Thoroddsen’a is a conspicuous exam­ 
ple of the thorough, good work one t an 
may do alone in the field of geography 
I He is poor, earns his living in the bevil 
| of Reykjavik, and has been able to j ive 
only his summer vacations to his st rain s 
| of the island. 
But iii 15 years lr* h is 
j visited every nook and corner, studh d 
| and mapped hundreds of lava fields .and 
| glaciers, and traced all the indentations 
of the coast line. Iii valleys scooped out 
of tough basalt he luis discovered deep 
lakes. 
Here and there, in parts of the 
inner plateau, he has found many little 
lake* where the moraines left by glaciers 
dammed the streams and collected their 
waters. 
He has revealed one curious 
lake whose surface is about IOO feet 
above sea level, though its bottom wa­ 
ters are about 275 feet below the level 
of the ocean. 
In these 15 years Thoroddsen has 
spent about two years in the saddle and 
has traveled over 8,000 miles among 
the sand and lava wastes, the moun­ 
tains and valleys of inner Iceland. 
Ile 
has never received assistance except the 
money earned by the sale of his maps 
and articles. He took up the work only 
because he loved it and wanted to see 
tho island thoroughly explored, and he 
won general recognition only because 
his work has always been tho most in­ 
telligent and reliable. 
It is not surprising that the explora­ 
tion of inner Iceland has been left to 
the one man who found delight in the 
arduous task. Naturalists and explorers 
as well as Tourists have confined their 
attention for the most part to the in­ 
habited parts of the island. 
The field 
was too small and far away, explore rs 
have thought, when they might win 
greater laurels in the vast regions of 
Africa, Asia or South America, in 
which the world was more deeply inter­ 
ested. 
So Thoroddsen, so far as the ex­ 
ploration of his little island was con­ 
cerned, has had the field all to himself. 
The explorer has never sallied out on 
his trips before July, for snow covers 
the highlands till late in the spring, 
and grass first appears in favored place s 
I in Jnly, while it is not available for 
I pasturage in some of the higher regions 
i till August. 
Large areas of the lava 
j strewn lands are destitute of verdure, 
( and Thoroddsen has often been com- 
i pelled to carry fodder for his horses for 
! many days at a time. 
There are no 
roads, and the summer is short. 
Clam­ 
bering over lava fields and glaciers is 
not only difficult but dangerous, and 
no one would dare to venture alone 
j among these wastes. 
Thoroddsen has 
I always employed one or two laborers 


I from Reikiavik to accompany him on 


I his journeys and help him with his sur- 
j veying instruments and the labors of 
the camp, and not their least nsefnl- 
I ness was the fact that if serious acci- 
| dent should befall he would probably 
perish unless assistance was at hand. 
Thoroddson has revealed scores of 
crater lakes scattered all over the in­ 
terior. 
Many craters that helped to 
cover the surface of the island with 
lava have become the receptacles of the 
drainage from the mountains. West of 
the Vatna Joknll in 1H89 he discovered 
the largest known group of crater lakes. 
The region far around is covered with 
colossal, water filled craters. 
We are 
all familiar with photographs of the 
moon showing the parched expanse of 
rock pitted deeply by great numbers of 
craters. 
The Iceland explorer says he 
thinks the country around Vatna Jokull 
would be a terrestrial counterpart of 
the surface of the moon if it were not 
for the atmosphere and the water of 
greenish tinge that two-thirds fills tho 
yawning cavities. 
Few parts of the world have been re­ 
vealed by the efforts of one man. 
In 
this instance it happens fortunately 
that the man who has done the work is 
scientific by instinct and training, and 
it must be a source of great satisfaction 
to the explorer that all his work is ac­ 
cepted as good and thorough and re­ 
ceives the highest encomiums from 
those whose commendation he valr.es. 
more than money.—New York Sun.

When we had recovered from the 
war. the wooden sailing ship had been 
replaced by the iron steamship, and 
Englan I. with the aid of her great coal 
an i iron mines, had gained full control 
of the ocean carrying trade. Our mine? 
w re undeveloped, and we could 
compete with England in ship construe 
lion. The British government spent ten 
m illions developing the Clyde as a shin 


building river so as to bring mines, 
mills and shipyards together and gave 


H ead sh ip lines millions a year for car­ 
rying tin* mails. 
One day last month the steamship 
Catania, flying

Mr. T. Thoroddsen has completed the 
exploration of Iceland to which he has 
given his vacations for 15 years. 
He 
will now write a full account of the re­ 
sults of his long labors, which will he 
published with his map of Iceland, and 
then his work in that field will be at an 
end. 
Living and working in this far­ 
away corner of the world, his explora­ 
tions have been so thorough and scien­ 
tific that he is known to geographers 
and geologists everywhere. 
Fpv years 
there has been a larger demand from 
geographical periodicals for his articles 
and maps than he coaid supply. 
His 
writings have all been about Iceland, 
aud he has told far more about the Bl­ 
uer parts of that island than all other 
authorities put together. 
Thoroddsen’a is a conspicuous exam­ 
ple of the thorough, good work one i an 
may do alone in the field of geography 
He is poor, earns his living in the’ town 
of Reykjavik, and has been able to give 
only his summer vacations to his studies 
of the island. 
But iii 15 years he has 
visite d every nook and corner, studied 
and mapped hundreds of lava fields and 
glaciers, and traced all the indentations 
of the coast line. In valleys scooped out 
of tough basalt he has discovered deep 
lakes. 
Here and there, in parts of the 
inner plateau, he has found many little 
lake-i where the moraines left by glaciers 
dammed the streams and collected their 
waters. 
He has revealed one curious 
lake whose surface is about IOO feet 
above sea level, though its bottom wa­ 
ters are about 275 feet below the level 
of the ocean. 
In these 15 years Thoroddsen has 
spent about two years in the saddle and 
has traveled over 8,000 miles among 
the sand and lava wastes, the moun­ 
tains and valleys of inner Iceland. 
He 
has never received assistance except the 
money earned by the sale of his maps 
and articles. He took up the work only 
because he loved it and wanted to see 
the island thoroughly explored, and he 
won general recognition only because 
his work has always been the most in­ 
telligent and reliable. 
It is not surprising that the explora­ 
tion of inner Iceland has been left to 
the one man who found delight in the 
arduous task. N aturalists and explorers 
as well as tourists have confined their 
attention for the most part to the in­ 
habited parts of the island. 
The field 
was too small and far away, explorers 
have thought, when they m ight win 
greater laurels in the vast regions of 
Africa, Asia or South America, in 
which the world was more deeply inter­ 
ested. So Thoroddsen, so far as the ex­ 
ploration of his little island was con­ 
cerned, has had the field all to himself 
The explorer has never sallied out on 
his trips before July, for snow covers 
the highlands till lato in the spring, 
and grass first appears in favored places 
in July, while it is not available for 
pasturage in some of the higher regions 
till Angust. 
Large areas of tho lava 
strewn lands are destitute of verdure, 
and Thoroddsen has often been com­ 
pelled to carry fodder for his horses for 
many days at a time. 
There are no 
roads, and the summer is short. Clam­ 
bering over lava fields and glaciers is 
not only difficult but dangerous, and 
no one would dare to venture alone 
among these wastes. 
Thoroddsen has 
always employed one or two laborers 
from Reikiavik to accompany him on 
his journeys and help him with his sur­ 
veying instrum ents aud the labors of 
the camp, and not their least useful­ 
ness was the fact that if serious acci­ 
dent should befall he would probably 
perish unless assistance was at hand. 
Thoroddson has revealed scores of 
crater lakes scattered all over the in­ 
terior. 
Many craters that helped to 
cover the surface of the island with 
lava have become the receptacles of the 
drainage from the mountains. West of

When the last legislature enacted a 
law permitting the relatives of any in­ 
dividual who had died at the hands of a 
mob to sue for damages the county iu 
which the crime was committed, there 
were interested parties who believed 
the barbarous practice of lynching iu 
Ohio had received a heavy blow. Recent 
developments show them to have been 
wrong. 
There is entirely too much 
•entiment, civilized as we claim to be, 
upon that subject. The first fest of the 
law has just been made iu Champaign 
oounty, a jury composed of citixeus of 
that county hearing the evidence. 
As 
was expected, they gave the aggrieved 
parties no redress. 
One or two reasons 
may account for their action. They 
might have imagined the dead man 
woithy the awful death he suffered, or 
they might have thought something of 
the fat wallets iu their own or their 
neighbors’ pockets 
But that matters 
little. 
The fact remains that the law 
cannot be enforced. 
Ohio must take 
other means to prevent lynching or 
make the people suffer if they persist iu 
amusing themselves iu that questionable 
manner.

Theodore Pryor, the prisoner, was 
then called as a witness for himself

giving his testimony he showed no sign 
of agitation, talking so low that he was 
several rimes ordered to speak loader 
Being told to give a history of his trou­ 
bles on the Ben Hor he said : 
“ I am 22 years old. I went to my 
father’s home in Liverpool Oct. 28. in­ 
tending to obtain work.

•oast of Corsica. Our inn is kept by a 
Treek from Corfu, as his name. Cor- 
dotti, tells us and as the loquacity of 
lis wife would lead us to infer; for at 
C’argese the Corsican taciturnity has 
^iven place to the Hellenic love of talk.
